DOUBLE-BABRELKD TARIFF REA- 


SONING. 


The New York Press, a radical, un- 


reasonable McKinley gold-bug paper, 
says the McKinley bill bas saved the 
people of the United States $55,000,000 
in the nine months it bas been in exist- 
ence. " Free sugar," it says, " ancouuts 
for about one-halt of this reduction and 
the benefit of this is felt on every table 
in the land. The other half is accounted 
for by the fact that laces, hati, cutlety, 
woolen cloth, dress goods, etc., to the 
amount of many millions, are no longer 
bought from European manufacturers, 
but are purchased from Americans." 


This dooble-barrelled free trade and 


protection argument is copied without 
comment in the editorial columns of the 
Virginia Enterprise. It attempts to con- 
vince people, through their stomach?, 
that frue trade is beneficial, and, by their 
backs, that protection is just what they 
need. As it would not do to assert in 
one sentence, as our esteemed contempo- 
rary, the Gazette, did a few clays ago, 
that the tariff is not a tax, and, in the 
next sentence, claim credit for abolishing 
the tax on sugar, the Press rlraw.i the line 
anatomically, as it were, through the 
American citizen, and attempts to con- 
vince Him, through his stomach, that 
free trade saves him money, and, through 
his back that protection is enriching 
him. 


The Press, like many other writers on 


the tariff, forgets that the average Ameri- 
can citizen has a head, and that, as a 
general rule, there are brains in the 
head. 
By reasoning with the brains and 


the head instead of the stomach anil 
back of the American citizen, the Press 
might be able to convince him that free 
trade or protection, one or the other, 
might benefit him and save him money, 
but it cannot hope to satisfy him that 
both are good for him and the country. 
Free trade, which it says saves the peo- 
ple money, will not put a dollar in the 
National Treasury to meet the appropri- 
ations of the Billion Dollar Congress; 
neither will protection, if, as the Press 
says, it excludes all articles of foreign 
manufacture. 
As the Government must 


have money, and hundreds of millions of 
it, to pay office holders' salaries and 
other expenses, and none can be derived 
from the Custom Houses, it is evident 
that neither freo trade nor a prohibitory 
tariff will do, and that the honest old 
policy of a tariff for revenue sufficient to 
pay the expenses of the Government hon- 
estly administered is what is required. 
Such a tariff would amount to about 
f 300,000,000 a year, and, if properly ad 
justed, would afford ample encourage- 
ment to every industry that requires or 
deserves it. 


OOVEKNMBNT BONDS. 


There are $50,000,000 of four and a 


half per cent. Government bonds whieh 
will mature September 1st. The Secre 
tary of tho Treasury desires to extend 
the bonds at two per cent, interest, and 
has had new bonds prepared for that 
purpose. The 
National Banks 
hold 


about one-half of these bonds, and it was 
expected that they would apply for an 
extension, as the bonds are security for 
the notes which they issue. So far, how- 
ever, the application for the extension of 
the bonds from banks and private hold- 
ers do not exceed $20,000,000, which 
would leave about $30,000,000 to be re- 
deemed. Though the amount may be 
reduced to $25,000,000 by September 
1st, it would require the calling in at- 
once of a large amount of Treasury funds 
now on deposit in the banks. Comment 
ing on the situation, tho New York 
Voice, a non-partisan paper, so far as 
Democracy and Republicanism are con- 
cerned, says: 


There is no good reason why those 


funds should not be in the possession of 
the banks, now that the surplus has van- 
ished, and yet it is freely predicted that 
rather than call them iu the Secretary 
will withdraw his call for the bonds and 
continue to pay four and a half per cent, 
interest on them. That is to say, rather 
than pay the Nation's matured debt, he 
will continue the loan at four and a Laif 
per cent, interest in order not to deprive 
the banks of the use of tho public mon- 
eys. To state the case is to show the in- 
congruity of it. And it is this very 
thing of placing funds of the Government 
in the possession of the banks in Cleve- 
land's administration that called out 
resounding campaign thunder from Mr. 
Blaino in 1888. Yet Cleveland's Secre- 
tary had the accumulated surplus as an 
excuse. What excuse has Mr. Foster 
now, or what can he have if he follows 
out tho course predicted? He can have 
no excuse that is not at the same time a 
condemnation of our present financial 
system."

News of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


Meeting of the American Bar Association 
Special to the Journal. 


BOSTON, August 20.—The fourteenth an- 


nual meeting of the American Bar Associa- 
tion opened this forenoon. 
Nearly two 


hundred members were present. 
After 


President Baldwin had called the assem- 
blage to order a weleoms was extended to 
visitors by Hon. John Lowell, President of 
the Boston Bar Association. 
Fiesident 


Baldwin responded, stating that the Asso- 
ciation was pleased with the warmth of the 
reception accorded it. 
After a few brief 


remarks be proceeded to deliver the annual 
address. 


At the afternoon session nn interesting 


address was delivered by Frederick M. 
Jodson of St. Louis on "Individual Liberty 
of Contract Tinder Police Power," and by 
W. B. Hornblower of New York on the 
"Legal Status of Indians." Hornblower, 
after speaking of the complexity of the 
jurisprudence of the United States, re- 
ferred to the recent decision of the United 
States Court in South Dakota that the 
killing of a United States army officer by 
an Indian was not murder because a state 
of war existed between the United States 
and the tribe to which the Indian belonged 
The right of Congress to regulate the legal 
status of the Indian having been fully 
enunciated by the court of last resort, it 
would seem eminently proper that Con 
gress pass an act subjecting all Indians 
within the jurisdiction of the State or Ter 
ritory to tbe criminal laws of those States 
or Territories. All Indians within any res 
ervatiou to the criminal laws of the United 
States, and declaring that tboy shall not 
hereafter be recognized as in any respect 
independent. 
However great tbe wrongs 


of the Indian and however real his griev 
ances, it is perfectly clear they cannot be 
ngbted by casual insurrection. Certainly, 
for the Indian to be told that he may rise 
against tbe United States Government and 
kill its officers and soldiers and be exempt 
from all punishment becaaso he is a mem- 
ber of a quasi independent nation waging 
war against the United States, is to encour- 
age and not to deter him from future bos 
tilities. 
Indian 
nations have become 


wretched remnants, hanging on tbe out- 
skirts of civilization or being on reserva- 
tions and surrounded by civilized commu- 
nities, and dependent wholly or part on 
the Government. Let fiction be abolished; 
let 
VLB enact laws suitable for tbe present 


situation and place the legal status of the 
Indian upon a rational and practical beeis.

The Only Living American Poet of l$os- 


ton Culture Since Lowell's Death, 
The most genial singer of America now 


stands alone. Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
is an old man. He, like Lowell, was born 
in Cambridge, Mass., and is now 82 years 
old. 
He was graduated from Harvaid 


College in 1829, entered upon the study of 
the law, which he soon abandoned for 
medicine, and in 1832 went to Europe to 
pursue his studies, passing several years in 
attendance on the hospitals of Paris and 
other larpn cities. He received the degree 
of M. D. >u 1836, in 1838 was chosen Pro- 
fessor of anatomy and physiology in Dur- 
month College, and in 1847 was elected to 
fill the same chair in the medical college 
of Harvard University. 
Early in his col- 


lege life he attracted attention as a poet. 
In 1836 he read before the Phi Beta Kappa 
Society "Poetry: 
A Metrical Essay," 


which was published in the first collected 
edition of bis poems (Boston, 1836).

In all tbe foregoing stakes the declarations are 
void unless accompanied by the money.
